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QUARANTINED  AREAS  IN  NEW  YORK  INFECTED  WITH 

POWDERY  SCAB. 

In  compliance  with  regulation  6 of  the  rules  and  regulations  pro- 
mulgated June  26,  1914,  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  govern 
the  interstate  movement  of  potatoes  from  areas  quarantined  on 
account  of  powdery  scab,  the  following  areas  within  the  State  of 
New  York  are  designated  as  infected  with  said  disease:  The  counties 
of  Clinton  and  Franklin. 

Until  otherwise  ordered  potatoes  grown  in  these  areas  may  be 
shipped  in  interstate  commerce  only  if  they  are  handled  and  trans- 
ported in  compliance  with  the  “Rules  and  Regulations  under  the 
Plant  Quarantine  Act : Interstate  Movement  of  Potatoes  from  Areas 
Quarantined  for  Powdery  Scab,”  June  26,  1914,  and  amendments 
thereto.
